A parly of young men entered the 
cave 811 inlay and cxploretl it for a 
iialf ur ilireo-lourthaufa mile. They 
entcreil from tlie eaat at the fool of an 
elm tree and proceeded near five hun- 
dred feet westward, passing through 
an oiiloiig elianiber wllli a ceiling 
aliout twelve feel high and a balloon 
shaped room about the aame lieightii 
at the center. At tb« end of five 
liiindred foot llioy eiilei-cd a large 
room forly-llireo feet long and twelve 
feet at the widest part willi ceiling 
ttiiout Iwciily-lwo feet liigh. Juat 
before entering lliU room was found 
a sharp declivity, wliicb Iho explorer* 
denouiiiialcd the "well," into which 
waa pouring asmall stream of water; 
tlie "well" holds about one barral uf 
water and overflowing flow* ofl' in a 
norlii-castwardly diioclioii. This 
stream conliniicd lo iln■l(•a^c in vol- 
ume a* the parties deceiideil. I^oav- 
lug tlie largo oblong room the way 
waa through a low giassago tlirougli 
which they had lo i raivl for about 
thirty feet aflor whii li lliey could 
walk erect. .Shorlly al'ier loaviiiir llin 
"wo)i" they found an elavation of soiiio 
ten or twelve feet passing wlilcli llicy 
I'ninid a crevice alxiul ten inclios wide 
and Ihe rugged oharaoler of llio sides 
ofliie crevice shows il lo liavo iieen 
Hie result of an uplioaval in llio ages 
past, Iho rock dippiiigto the ri),'l>land 
left as if liiis was llio apex of the up- 
heaval, sliorlly nflcr passing whicli a 
bump was oncoiinterod whicli could 
bo |iassed by .slopping siiglilly. This 
bumi) was about six feet In diameter 
and abiiiillifloen feet around il, the 
niairpd conililinii of the rock niskinir 
it hard 011 clolliiug lo go around. 
Some distance farther on two ialteral 
crevices Iu the shape of a "V" are eu- 
counteml wliicli are about flfleen 
inches wide but centering in tlio pas- 
sage and tlirough which water con- 
tinue* to flow after which the l oillng 
becamoeao low that the explorers had 
to crawl some forty or fifty yards 
wlioii ilii v emoiiniorcd an opening 
about llirco feel wide aud about eiglit 
feel high after which they had to 
crawl about I wo hundred yarda when 
tlioy ciiloied auollior hall alxtnt one 
liumlred yarda in length and about 
ten feet liigii. The exploration waa 
continued some distance further bul 
as the celling was quite low they 
ceased llioir ell'orls for the time. 
Kin tiior cllorls lo explore the paTC 
will shortly bo made. The celling of 
several rooms were smooth bnain tlie 
passage at one or two poiattfl^bdeMa 
of carbonate of lima were found; 
which were hollow like pljie Iteoil. 
An old rusty stool trap waa found 
with a bone In it as If a fox had car- 
ried it into the cave., Voxet Were 
beard in aomo of the alley way* where 
tlio young men could not go.
